Now thqt the wifdom from above is thus 
fure^ is evident, in that God himfelf isaPuK 
and Holy Spirit. The wifdim therefore which 
cometh ao^vnfromhlm mud neceflarily difpoife 
the. Wife Man to grow up into the Likenefs 
of God. Our Bleffed Saviour, the Word and 
^/2&w of the Father, who came down- from 
Heaven, to inftruftusin the Will of God, 
hath ftridly oblig'd his Followers to the Pu- 
rity here mentioned, andwashimfelfa Great 
Example of it to them ^ and his Apoftlcs eve- 
ry where throughout their Writings, and by 
their coiiftant Praftice, taught the lame Lcl- 
fon.

NoW that the pifdom from ab(k}e fetlhus' 
peacifaM&l ihetccan be nb queftioti, wfacn'wc 
rcmcm^r that God hath made Men fociable.

verfc and Affiftaricc 3 and that Peace is the 
great Ccmeht of Human Society, that which 
reftdert mutual CdnverfedefirableaOcJ ufeful 5 
and is iiMicd abfglntely neccflary to make it 
tolerable. Add to this that the' Love of our 
Fcllo\^ Creatures^ which Love is the Great 
Principle and F'ountan of Peace among 
Men) is one Ffelf of that Law which God 
hath given us both in Nature, and by his 
written Word.

It is the 
fanje Word which is elfewhert tranflated by 
tfie Word Moderation.^ Let y out rnbderatioi^ 
be known unto dU men^ Kill. 4. 5 . and it is 
well placed after ^^^rd-iJ^/^, fnoderationhcing 
the great Prefervati\'B of peace. 

This j;entlenefs^ or moderation^ is, accor- 
ding to the Signification of the original Wor4 
a ReadinefttQ yield or give way, ibr Peace fake 
to recede froni our own ft rift Right,that which 
we might legally and juftly challenge as our 
Due; nottotaxe a|l the Advantage againft 
' ' ' ' at^othei[ 
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another Man, tl^at he may have given us ; to 
put the faireft and mod candid Interpretation -^ 
we can upoii the Adions of another ; if he have 
done amifs, to be ready to hear what he he can 
fay for h^mfelf, and our felves to make the 
l^ft Excufe we an for him j to allow every 
one all that.he can with any tolerable Pretence 
claim as his Due, and to give up what it may- 
be we might upon the like Pretence claim as 
ours, ifby thele Means we inay prevent Con-{ 
temion. 

^ There muft indeed bethc Exercife of Pru* 
denceinthis Cafe, Imeanfo muchasisneT 
cefTar'y to prefer ve us from the Infults of unrea- 
fs>nabLe and violent Men,who may attempt to 
deprive usof thofe Rights which we catf t giv«. 
up .without confiderable Injury to our felves^ 
But wherever the ^ight wp lay claim to isnoe 
very confiderable, and the infiftiing upon it. 
tends ratherto gratifie our Humoiir,or to plea(e 
our Fancy, there is always place for this jff r- 
;ue o^gentlcnefs and moderatwn^ and ^ Ex«* 
^rcife of it is often abfoiutely neeeflajry.tq t\Ms^ 
pr?ferving Peace in thgVYorldi andcoflfe- 
quently if the wifdqm ivhicb is from above i^ 
peaceable J it muft he gentle airo.j St^ ?^l hath 
e.j^cellently exprefs'd thisyertuc,propofingour 
Lord and Saviour as an eminent Bx^mplq 
thereof, We then that are fitOMot^ht to bea^^ 
the infirmities of the weaky.ananot to pleafe 
cnrfdves.

rv. The next Charaftcr is. That it is e/tfcf 
to be intreated. 

If aiiv one have ^iven OfFencc to the Per- 
fon endued with this Wifdom^ he will eafily 
upon his Repentance beperfwaded to forgive 
him. Ifhehavehimfelfbeenmiilalcenyhewill 
hear what others can fay for the redifying of 
his Error, and will not perfifl in it againft a 
fairReafon offered to the contrary. He will 
change his Tudgment, if he fee Caufe, and he 
will readily hear what Caufe another Maa 
^etends to alledge for his &ing fo. He wiU 
liften to any goo^ Advice that is given to him » 
and will not oe hard to be Mnroi^ht upon by 
the Intreaties of thofe that defire his Favour 
and Afliftance. All this I take to be included 
in being eafie to be intreated. It is not being 
eafie to be mov'd meerly by Importunity,with7 
out Reafon, ^ainft tne fettled Judgnient of 
ones own Mind. That would be Levity and 
Folly : But it is an Eafinefs to hear every 
thing that can in Reafon or Equity* be pro* 
pofed to him, and a Readinefs ta a/fent and 
comply as foon as ever he is .convinced. 

And this is Divine and Heavenly Wifdom. 
For Reafon is from God. Equity is that which 
He takes pleafure in^ making it the Meafure 
of his own Proceedings, and expeding that 
all whom He hath endued with a reaton2d>Ic 
Nature fliould make it the Standard of their 
Refolutions and Anions.

It difpofes them to reprcfent and 
conceiveof the Cafe of other?, as if it were 
their own, to have an inward Feeling of their 
•Unhappinefs, and as confcquent upon this to 
do whatever lies in their Power towards their 
Relief and Aflrftance • to feed the Hungry, to 
cloath the Naked, to vifit and adminifter to 
the Sick and Imprifoned, to comfort the Dif- 
confodate, to fupport theWeak-hearted, to in- 
ftraft the Ignorant, to adnionifh and reclaim 
Tranfgreflbrs. Thefe are the\^^^^/ /rwrx, 
u^hlch are the natural Effeds of the w^9^ here 
mentioQ'd, of which St. J awes lays tliat the 
Wife Man is /w//.
